Enlisted men are paid stated sums 
for re-enlistment, with $5.50 for the 
firat re-enlistment and $3.30 for each 
subsequent re-enlistment if they are 
a citizen of the United States and 
have completed the previous enlist- 
ment. Seamen gunners get 42.20 
extra a month; stewards or cooks 
who hold certificates of qualification 
and are citizens of the United States 
get $6.60 a month extra and enlisted 
men receive 83 cents a month extra 
for each good-conduct medal held. 

Men performing specified duties 
on shipboard receive extra comptn- 
sation ranging from 38 cents a 
month to $30. 

Officers who are retired receive 
three-fourths of their regular pay.

MODERN “MAGNA CHARTA.”

LONDON, Jan. 9.—President 
son's speech, like all his utterances 
since America entered the war, takes 
the leading place in all the news 
and editorial columns of the London 
press. One newspaper describes it 
as the “Magna Charta ef future 
peace.” 

Coming so close on the heels of 
Lloyd George's address at the labor 
congress, the words of the heads 
of the American and British govern- 
ments are compared closely. While 
some differences are found in the 
manner of discussing the various 
questions, this evening's newspapers 
find no disagreement in essential 
policy. It ie noted that the Pres- 
dent deals more sym 
with the Bolsheviki than did the 
Premier, but it is pointed out that 
America has not suffered from the 
Russian collapse as the western Al- 
lies have. However, the Westmin- 
ster Gazette welcomes Mr. Wilson's 
“careful, eympathetic language.” 
and says it hopes that all “misun- 
derstandings which may have arisen 
from other statements will be re- 
moved by the unequivocal language 
in which the President adopts the 
Russian demands as his own.” 

The speech appears in the newes- 
papers under big headlines such as 
“America's Terms to Germany,” 
World Peace Programme” and 
“Great Programme of International 
Reforms.” The Evening News, in 
ita introduction, describes the speech 
as one of world-wide importance, in 


which thé President laid down 
America's terms in clear, di- 
rect and ple language. It con- 


tinues: 
“COINCIDES WITH PREMIER.” 

“With but trifiing exceptions, Mr. 
Wilison'’s views coincide with and in- 
dorse those expressed by Mr. Liord 
George. Because of this fact, Mr. 
Wilson's speech will be read with 
double satisfdctiog in this country.” 

The News regards as noteworthy 
passages of the speech, those offer- 
ing help to Russia and declaring 
that the peace negotiations must be 
absolutely open. . 

The Star emphasizes the passages 
ret ring to the freedom of the seas, 
reduced armaments, abolitian of se- 
cret diplomacy and taking a stand 
agaihst economic warfare after the 
conclusion of peace. it describes 
the speech as a clear-cut definition 
of the aims of the Allies. 

Under the heading, “The Parallel 
Offensive—a Second Blow,” the 
Standard heralds the President's ad- 
dress as “another notable contribu- 
tion to the drumfire on the enemy's 
moral position.”
